There was very. little gossip anent
local securities around brokers' offices
this morning. Brokers were seeking
more inside information in connection
with Lanston. interest being eapecially
artive in the matter of the expected
dividend resumption with the month of
~eptember. Moreover, friends of the
~tock hope that the resumption may be
made quarterly from this time on and
look for larger distribution, if the ru-
mors of war orders sublet to the Mid-
vale Steel Company turn out to be cor-
rect,

While the shares were weak on the
local market yesterday with no bids
near the high of the week, $2%, the
stock moved more or less freely at 83%%
in Philadelphia.

A sale made vesterday of Mergen-
thaler at 182, the high price of the
vear, alttracted some attention, as it
was made at the buyer's option during
thirty days, the first sale of this char-
acter for two years. Rumor has it that
Mergenthaler is also busy on a muni-
tion order, but no facts or amounts are
mentioned.

Public Utilities.

With the intenss dullness now pre-
vailing In the public utility stocks one
might not give credence to the fact
that 13,049 shares of these securities
have been traded up to the close of

. the market yesterday, 2.415 shares of
Washington Gas, 8,005 shares Wash-
ington Railway and Electric and 2,628
shares of Capital Traction.

Nor yet that 16,5660 shares of all
stocks and $1,208,000 of bonds had also
changed hands. .

The inaction in the utilities is the
chief cause of the almost nominal mar-
ket of today. Investors are waiting
for the appralsements of the physical
valuation of the properties by the ex-
perte of the Washington public utili-
ties commission; the hearing before
the commission on the separation of
the Washington Railway and the Poto-
mac Electric Company, joined together
by act of Congress, and last, but not
least, the full effect of the jitney com-
petition.

With these various handicaps re-
moved, the earning power of the utili-

tles would make for a -more active
stock market.

Financial Notes.

J. 8. Bache & Co. of New York assert
that the western railroad prealdents
will . ask for a rehearing of the west-
ern rate case In the immediate future.

Around the banks in Washington, as
elsewhere, the demand for finanelal ac-
commodations is very light. In New
York the absence of commercial paper
has been disappointing to bankers, who
have hoped for an advance in the rate,
and grain paper is not in large supply.
Business people are cautious—due
largely to the uncertain international
situation.

SHORT DAY'S CLOSING 1S
FEVERISH AND EXCITED

Lowest Prices of the Week Recorded

in Stock Market on Heavy
Offerings.
Entire List Weakens, TUrgent

Liquidation Being Shown in the
Haste With Which Prices Drop.

NEW YORK, August 21.—The possi-
bility, noted in high banking circles,
that existing relations with Germany
may necessitata the flotation of a large
domestic loan to meet possible emer-
gencies caused further unsettlement In
the stock market today.

At the outset only the specialties
were materially affected, but later
when it became known that the Arabic
had not been under convoy the entire
list began to weaken on heavy offerings
of standard shares.

War stocks, which opened with mod-
erate losses, soon receded 2 to 6 points,
urgent lMquidation being shown in the
haste %ith which prices declined.

Lowest prices of the week wWere re-
corded during the short session.

Opening losses were go0n increased,
however, a selling movement in United
States Steel, Reading and Union Pa-
cific provoking general weakness
throughout the list.

Steel fell to 703, a loss of 3% : Read-
ing lost 2 points at 145'%, and Unfon
Pacific at 127% was off 3.

Extreme Declines in War Stocks.

Extreme declines in war stocks were
11 for Bethlehem Steel, at 274; 6% for
New York Air Brake, at 126%, and 9%
for General Motors, at 200.

Bonds weres weak on a fair volume of
trading.

T'nited States Steel showed underly-
ing strength in the initial hours. al-
though It declined on sales of 2,500
shares,

In the raflway list Union Pacific and
Pennsylvania were a point lower, the
decline in Pennsylvania bheing associ-
ated with the order of the coOmmerce
commisgion directing the company to
divorce its water lines.

Rock Island railway added 13 to
yesterday’'s substantial advance.

Trading Is Very Active.

Trading was very active through-
out the brief session, first-hour sales
aggregating almost 300,000 shares,
with a total of about 550,000 shares
for the day.

Increased weakness was shown
the later dealings, declines concurring
with advices from Washington that the
administration probably would make
representations regarding the Arable
incident through {ts ambassador at
Berlin.

Steel, Union Pacific and Reading were
among the many important shares
which fell to lowest prides of the week,
Bteel losing 3% at 70%, while Union
Pacific's loss at 1274 was 3 points, and
Reading’s decline at 14513 was 2 points.

War Btocks Greatest Sufferers.

War stocks were the greatest suffer-
ers, with recessions of 8 to 11 points,
Bethlehem Steel losing the maximum
amount at 274.

General Motors fell 815 to 200, and
New York Alr Brake 6l at 126%.

Minimum prices prevailed at the fev-
erish and excited close.

German Activities Depress.

Loss of the British liner Arabic and
further activities By the German navy,
coupled with the successes of the Teu-
tonic armies in the eastern theater of
the war, were mainly responeible for a
severe setback to quoted values this
week. Even before these events came
to pass the market manifested signs
of unsettlement arising from renewed
demoralizsation in the foreign exchange
market.

Sterling and francs as well as lires
and other forms of European remit-
tances broke to lower levelsa with
greater enhancement of the American
dollars. 1

This latter condition gave rime to a
renewal of negotiations for the placing
of additional British and French cred-
its in this market. The Importance of
the situation may be garuged from the
fact that it s proposed to send a dele-
gation of prominent British bankers
to this country to consult with our
leading financial interests.

War shares were most affected by
the week's reactionary trend, some
of thesg i{ssues declining as much as
10 to 20 points from recent figures.

Tremendous Steel Dealings.

Raflways and some other high:grade
stocks yielded more moderately, aver-
age losses in these shares barely ex-
ceeding 3 points. United States Bteel,
in which trading assumed tremendous
proportions, made » maximum decline
of about € points from its high price
of 77%.

Improvement in steel and kindred
isgues came largely from the various
trade reports, all of which denoted
Increased demand for finished products
at higher prices. Metal shares also

improved in consequence of the placi
of lairge orders for export. 2 s

WHEAT TURNS DOWNWARD
AFTER HESITATING START
Depressing Outlook for Export Trade

Seems to Be Chiefly Responsible
for Decline in Prices.

CHICAGO, August 21.—Wheat turned
downward today after a hesitating
start. ‘The depressing outlook for the
export trade seemed to be chiefly re-
sponsible for making prices decline.

OIL STOCKS.
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TO TRAIN SCHOOLBOYS
AS RESERVE FOR ARMY
Retired Non-Commissioned Officer

Thinks His Plan Would
Solve Problem.

A retired non-commissioned officer of thes
army. Hving in this city. has suggested
to the War Department what he con-
siders an easy and rational way of creat-
ing an efficient reserve army. The plan
involves simply the enrollment of all males
over six years of age In attendance at
public or private schools and their in-
sthuction in ordinary military tactics,
the enrollment to be made by the teach-
ers and to be followed by medical ex-
aminations to determine physical fitnesas
and treatment to remedy physical defects.

Instructions in drill and other military
tactics he would have given by retired
non-commissioned officers of the Army,
Navy and Marine Corps, who would re-
celve active pay and alowances during
such services; retired commissioned of-
ficers to serve as Inspectors whenever
possible.

Monthly reports of progress he would

ve made to the War Department, in or-
der that the government be fully informed
of the situation. The author of this plan
says there are many retired non-com-
missioned officers who would be glad to
serve their country as drill instructors or
in other capacities.

MAY GET TOYS FROM GERMANY

American Dealers Learn Shipment

Will Be Permitted by England.

NEW YORK, August 21.—Amerlcan
importers of German toys regarded the
prospect of obtaining these goods from
Germany as more hopeful today, owing

that a shipment of $600,000 worth of
such goods would be allowed to come
through from Rotterdam. The only
difficulty, the importers said, had been
the Britiah order in counecil, which re-
atricted trade between Germany and
the United States.

American buyers who have visited
the German toy manufacturers this
year say that Germany is still making
enough toys to supply the American
demand, especially since the Russians
and English have stopped buying them.
Only enough German dolls to supply
one year's demand are kept in stock
in this country, and it was said today
that uniess the British government al-
lows new dolls to be brought from Ger-
many American girls will have to be
satisfled with American dolls next
Christmas.

Another Date to Be Set for G. A. R.
Benefit Games.

The two base ball games which were
to have been played this afternoon at
the American League Park to raise
funds with which to provide entertain-
ment for the visitors to this city at the
time of the G. A. R. encampment have
been postponed on account of rain.
The date on which the games wlll be
played has not yet been set, but this
probably will be done in a few days,
it was stated today.

R. R. Conklin Takes Party on

NEW YORK. August 21.—A party of
ten persons headed by Rowland R.
